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Von Ellsworth Tells Chaffey Audience of Tax- 
ation Problems and Farm Bureau Plans 





Expenditures and receipts in the state government during 1935 to 
1937 should be balanced and the budget deficit as of June, 30, 1935, 
should be paid up at a later date, Von T. Ellsworth, tax expert for 
the California Farm Bureau federation, declared in an address in the 
Merton E. Hill auditorium at Chaffey last night. 


In general he outlined the farm 
bureau’s taxation program and 
legislative plans. His address was 
a scholarly discussion of taxes and 
governmental benefits. He was 
introduced by Audrey Armstrong} 
and the forum discussion was led 
by R. O. Price. 
under the sponsorship of the On- 
tario-Upland unit of the Farm 
Bureau. 

A broader base for collecting 
taxes, and payments to be made 
in accordance with one’s ability to 
pay forms an ideal taxation sys- 
tem, the speaker said. It is to- 
ward this ideal the farm bureau 
program is leading. He favors the 
21% per cent sales tax and a state 
income tax along with a property 
tax. 

In Governor Merriam’s budget 
are 13 items designed to produce 
revenue totaling $154,600,000. If; 
the farm bureau’s program were 
realized eight of those items and 
five substituted ones will produce | 
a budget total of $106,200,000. In| 
the governor’s budget, however, 
are three items for taxation to 
produce unemployment relief funds | 
while relief funds are not consid- 
ered in the farm bureau proposal.

Commenting upon the governor’s plan, R. C. Harbison, in 


his News and Viewggin the San Bernardino Sun, says: ‘‘All of 
ug will agree with™the governor in declaring that ‘we should 
pay as we go.’ The federal government is giving us plenty 
of example of doing the opposite, and we have no notion that 
California should do anything else. But whether a budget 
which surpasses that of two years ago is going far in the diree- 
tion of economy is to be the question before the legislature 
when it meets in Sacramento again two weeks henee.”’ 

As Mr. Harbison indieates, the taxpayers of California arp 
in no mood for increased taxation—even on a pay as you 80 
plan. However, Gov. Merriam apparently thinks it impera- 
tive that certain things must be done. He has pledged him- 
self to the most economic administration possible and will no 
doubt bend every effort to that goal. The pay as you do plan 
not only eliminates debts, but it also relieves the taxpayers of 
thousands of dollars a year in interest payments. 

Nebraska is now receiving much favorable publicity as the 
debtless state. It has ridden through war and peace, drouth 
and plenty, without issuing a dollar’s worth of bonds. It built 
a ten million dollar state capitol over a period of twelve years 
from its annual tax levy. Its roads are paid for by a four-cent 
gasoline tax and motor vehicle license fees, plus the usual fed- 
eral aid. Nebraska’s government, aside from road building, is 
supported by a general property tax and it has no income or 
sales tax.

Training of adults and encour- 
aging persons to become skilled
